Reichstag May Reply. 

The action of the reichstag on the 
Russian peace negotiations will be re- 
garded by the administration as indi- 
éating whether there is any possibil- 
ity of the president’s peace terms re- 
ceiving favorable consideration in Ger- 
many. If the German people sincerely 
desire peace on any but a pan-German 
annexation basis now is their opportu- 
nity, according to administration offi- 
tials, to force favorable action in the 
reichstag.

Capt. Bernard P. Baer of the War- 
ren avenue police station died 
night in the Washington Boulevard 
hospital of blood poisoning, which 
developed despite an operation to re- 
move an abscess above the liver. _ 
Capt. Baer, familiarly known as 
- „ was game to the end. 
When he realized death was approach- 
ing he called members of his family to 
his bedside and bade them good-by, 
Detective Sergeant William Hanra- 
han of the Warren avenue station 
visited his chief shortly before he died. 
“How do you feel, captain?” in- 
quired Hanrahan, tears rolling down 
his cheeks. 


Capt. Bear, despite his great pain, 
réplied: hee 
.“ You’re a fine officer to come in 


here and start crying like a baby. 
Now stop it and be a man, Bill. Tell 
the boys I’m getting along fine.” 


Born in Wisconsin. 


Capt. Baer was born at Port Wash- 
ington, Wis., in 1859. His younger 
days were spent in farm work, and 
at the age of 18 he came to Chicago. 
His uncle, Michael Schaack, was a 
member of the police department, and 
had already acquired considerable local 
fame as a detective. This was the same 
Michael Schaack who gained national 
publicity by his connection with the 
arrest and conviction of the anarchists. 

In May, 1882, Baer was appointed 
to the police department and trav- 
eled a beat one year in the East Chi- 
cago avenue district. He was made 
acting desk sergeant, which position 
he filled until he was transferred to 
the detective bureau as chief clerk.

By the way, a teaspoon of sugar 
which is often added to baking pow- 
der biscuits to make them brown bet- 
ter, was added. because I had in mind 
that it was also a flayoring material 
and I was working to flavor that oil’ 
up to butter agreeableness.

One teaspoon of oa salt was first added 
to the two tablespoons of cooking oil. 
I might have used less since butter 
is only 85 per cent fat, while oil is 
100 per cent.

three-fourths cup of top milk. The 
cream on top was flavor again. As 
always, the flour was added gradu- 
ally and when the whole was at knead- 
ing point the work was done in the 
bowl with a wooden spoon to save 
getting out a board. Quickly rolled 
into small, flattened balls and baked 
in a hot oven twenty minutes, I had 
hot biscuits crisp and good. At least 
a fourth of wheat flour would have 
improved them, of course. I recom- 
mend its use partly because an emi- 
nent teacher said to me the other day, 
“but could anybody else?”
